With the American Army in the 
Vosges, Sept. 17.— Artillery activ­ 
ity of an intensity to suggest a 
possible attack or an expected at­ 
tack, occurred in the Vosges. 
It 
was accompanied by an extraordi­ 
nary amount of signalling. Enemy 
airplanes were unusually active, 10 
flew over St. 
Die and 20 over 
Gerardmer. 


American Forces on the I^orraine 
Front, Sept. IT.— Aside from slightly 
increasing artillery activity the 
day 
has been largely devoted to patroling 
by both sides. 
The Germans seemingly are holding 
the Hindenburg line, from which they 
are sending out 
patrols, while the 
Americans and French encamped 
a 
few miles on this side, continue to 
feel out the line by th** same method. 
German iul'antry has been observed 
consolidating positions at I .«a Chaus- 
see as if in preparation for a counter 
attack, but none so far has develop *d. 
Near this point the enemy is occupy­ 
ing shell holes. 
, 
The German artillery fire is limited 
chiefly to guns of the 77- and lOa-ruii- 
liineter caliber, but many of the shells 
are “ duds.” 
The Germans also are active in con­ 
structing machine gun nests at 
va­ 
rious points of the line. 


London, Sept. ^7.— On tho Macedon­ 
ian front the Allied troops have as­ 
sumed

Reorganized 
Serbian forces, aided by French unit 
are attacking Bulgarian positions in 
the mountains on

Three imj>ortant hill positions w*hich 
had withstood Allied efforts through 
several years, already have fallen to 
the Serbs and the French. The heights 
are Sokol, Dobro Polie and Teak Vet- 
renlk. 
Sokol is 20 miles east of .Mon­ 
astir. 
The captured

about midway between the Cerna and 
Vardar rivers and command the up­ 
per course of the Cerna after it makes 
a wide curve southeast of Monastir. 
Several hundred prisoners have been 
taken in tlm advance, which continues 
French and British Advance.

Larvae M a y Be Combatted by Using 
Arsenate of Lead. Hellebore or 
Tobacco Decoction.

The slimy looking larvae of “slug s" 
tha t « *at the surface oft’ the leaves 
o f cherry and pear trees are easily 
killed. 
If there 1» no fruit «>n th* 
tre« *s, the best wav is to spray the 
trees with arsenate of lend in the pro­ 
po rtio n o f o tic po und o f 
powder, o r 
two pounds 
o f the paste, to each 50 
ga llo ns o f wa ter. 
A fine spray is l>«*st 
a nd sho uld be a pplied so as to cover 
the upper surfa ce o f the leaves, where 
mo st o f the feeding 1» do ne.
